Claims 3 and 6 encompass medical treatment of the animal body (see page 17 of the 
description) and relate to subject-matter considered by this Authority to be covered by 
the provisions of Rule 67.1 (iv) PCT. Consequently, no opinion will be formulated with 
respect to the industrial applicability of the subject-matter of these claims (Article 
34(4)(a)(l) PCT). 



Re Item V 

Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial 
applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

1 . Avermectin derivatives modified at 4" or 4' by substituted amino or hydroxy radicals 
are known, for instance from WO-A-02 068 442 or J. Agric. Food Chem. 42, 1786-90 
(1994). The claimed avermectin derivatives are novel compounds owing to the 4" (4") 
substituent -0-N(R2)R3. 

The object of the invention can be seen in the provision of new pesticides. The 
application contains data demonstrating that the claimed compounds have the alleged 
pesticidal activity. Since the biological activity of the new pesticides was not derivable 
from the state of the art inventive step is acknowledged. 

2. For the assessment of the present claims 3 and 6 on the question whether they are 
industrially applicable, no unified criteria exist in the PCT Contracting States, The 
patentability can also be dependent upon the formulation of the claims. The EPO, for 
example, does not recognize as industrially applicable the subject-matter of claims to 
the use of a compound in medical treatment, but may allow, however, claims to a 
known compound for first use in medical treatment and the use of such a compound for 
the manufacture of a medicament for a new medical treatment 
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
